recovered sums would go a long way toward 
balancing Income and outgo these days 
But what are the facts" 
Th* latest figure* derived from the of ft- 
j 
d a lly published data of the bureau of in. 
i 
ternal revenue show that all persons with a 
net income of more than $100,000 a year had 
i 
in the year 1935 * net in’ om# of I r>AS,370,000. 
The net income was derived by subtract, 
ing a total of $112,140,000 of "deductions" 
from their grosa income of $610,510,000. As. 
sumlng that these rich people had no right 
to any of these deductions and assuming 
also th at they would continue y ear after 
year to work if fhey had IOO percent of their 
income confiscated, it still would give the 
federal government only $436.906 000 more 
fhsn is now being obtained In taxes from 
that group. They are already paving $243.- 
604,000, or about 42 percent of their net in­ 
come In taxes. 
Certainly $436,906,000 would hardly bal 
anre the budget. For the last. four years, the 
deficits have averaged around $3.OOO,OOO,OW 
or more, and in the present fiacal year the 
deficit will he above $2,500,000,000. It would 
be fantastic to suppose that IOO percent of 
the net income could be confiscated, so a 
better way to calculate ju st how much is 
embraced in the P resident's campaign is to 
assum e that. aa he indicates, most of the 
taxpayers are honest and that a small per­ 
centage are trying various method* of ev* 
slon and avoidance If IO percent are dis.
